Kolkatta, (herein after referred to as applicant) have filed 
application before the Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as the

termination of Injury) Rules, 1995 (herein after referred to as the Rules), 
sging dumping of Cellophane Transparent Film (herein after referred to as 
iject goods), originating in or exported from the People’s Republic of 
na (herein after referred to as “subject country” or China PR) and^ 
uested for initiation of Anti Dumping investigations for levy of anti dumping 
ies on the subject goods. 

D WHEREAS, the Authority finds that sufficient prima facie evidence of 
Tping of the subject goods from the subject country, injury to the domestic 
jstry artd causal link between the dumping and injury exist, the Authority 
eby Initiates an investigation into the alleged dumping, and consequent 
ry to the domestic industry in terms of the Rules 5 of the said Rules, to 
ermine the existence, degree and effect of any alleged dumping and to 
Dmmend the amount of antidumping duty which, if levied, would be 
quate to remove the injury to the domestic industry. 

PRODUCT UNDER CONSIDERATION 

product under consideration in the present petition is Cellophane 
isparent Film also known as Transparent Paper, Cellophane Transparent 
I, Cellophane paper etc. Cellophane Transparent Film is a re-generated 
jlose film of glass clear transparency and sparkle. It is flexible, yet tough 
withstands all the beatings in an automatic packaging operation and 
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shows outstanding machinability as well as dimensional stability. 
Transparent paper is used as a packaging material having the qualities like 
sparkling clarity and transparency, excellent printabllity, stable tensile 
properties, moderate tearing strength and non-toxicity which permits its use 
while wrapping confectionery and other eatables. Cellophane Transparent 
Film Is defined under Chapter 39 of the Customs Tariff Act under sub¬ 
heading 392071. The Custom classification is, however, indicative only and 
is in no way binding on the scope of the present investigation. 

For the purpose of this investigation the product under consideration shall be 
described as “Cellophane Transparent Film.” 

2. DOMESTIC INDUSTRY STANDING 

The application has been filed by M/s. Kesoram Rayon, unit of M/s Kesoram 
Industries, Kolkatta, West Bengal. The company has provided Information 
relevant to the present Investigations. The production of the applicant 
constitutes entire known Indian production. The Authority has determined 
that (a) production of the applicant company constitutes a major proportion in 
Indian production; (b) domestic producers expressly supporting the 
application account for more than 50 per cent of total production of the like 
product produced by the domestic industry: and (c) the application has been 
made by or on behalf of the domestic industry. 

The Authority after examining the above, determines that the applicant 
constitutes domestic Industry within the meaning of the Rule 2 and the 
application satisfies the criteria of standing in terms of Rule 5 of the Rules 
supra. 

3. COUNTRY INVOLVED 

The country involved in the present investigation Is the People's Republic of 
China. 

4. LIKE ARTICLE 

The applicant has claimed that goods produced by It are like articles to the 
goods originating in or exported from subject countries. There is no 
significant difference in the subject goods produced by the applicant and 
those exported from subject countries. Applicant claims that the two are 
technically and commercially substitutable. Applicant has provided 
transaction wise information on imports as compiled by Directorate General 
of Commercial Intelligence & Statistics (DGCI&S), Kolkatta and International 
Business Information System, Mumbai. Applicant has claimed that the 
subject goods and goods produced and supplied by the applicant company 
is being interchangeably used. For the purpose of present investigation, the 
goods produced by the applicant company is being treated as Like Article to 
the product imported from the subject countries within the meaning of the 
Rules supra. 
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NORMAL VALUE 

he applicant has claimed that China PR should be treated as non-market 
conomy and has determined normal value in accordance with Para 7 of 
innexure I of the Anti Dumping Rules. Normal value has been based on the 
asis of price of exports from United Kingdom(UK) to India as appropriate 
stimate of normal value. 

1 an alternate to the price from a market economy third country to India, 
pplicant has determined normal value as price payable in India in terms of 
ara 7 of Annexure I to the Rules. This normal value has been determined 
^nsidering the cost of production in India, duly adjusted to include selling, 
sneral and administrative expenses and reasonable profit. Further, the 

rices of inputs have been considered at a level prevailing in the international 
larket. 

owever, the individual exporters may rebut this presumption and the 
uthority shall examine the market economy claims of individual exporters in 
rms of the relevant Rules. 

EXPORT PRICE 

Kport price of the subject goods from the subject country has been 
Jtermined by considering bill of entry wise import data procured by the 
)plicant from DGCI&S and International Business Information Services 
BIS). Adjustments have been claimed on account of ocean freight, marine 
surance and inland transportation in the country of exports, port handling 
and port charges to arrive at ex-factory export price. There is sufficient 
e\'idence of the export price for the subject goods from the subject country. 


DUMPING MARGIN 


)rmal value and export price have been compared at ex-factory level, 
rich shows significant dumping margin in respect of each of the subject 
untries. There is sufficient, prima facie, evidence that the normal value of 
5 subject goods in China PR is significantly higher than the ex-factory 
port price indicating, prima facie, that the subject goods are being dumped 
exporters from the subject country.

b) Specific time limit for selection of market economy third country 
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Interested parties to the investigation may wish to comment on the 
appropriateness of the UK which, as mentioned in the Para 5 above of this 
initiation notification is envisaged as a market economy third country for the 
purpose of establishing normal value in respect of the China PR, These 
comments must be submitted within two weeks from the date of publication 
of this notification. 


13. SUBMISSION OF INFORMATION 

In terms of Rule6(7) of the Rules, the interested parties are required to 
submit non-confidential summary of any confidential information provided to 
the Authority and if in the opinion of the party providing such information, 
such information is not susceptible to summarization, a statement of reason 
thereof, is required to be provided. In case where an interested party refuses 
access to, or otherwise does not provide necessary information within a 
reasonable period, or significantly impedes the investigation, the Designated 
Authority may record findings on the basis of facts available and make such 
recommendations to the Central Government as deemed fit. 

14. INSPECTION OF PUBLIC FILE 

In terms of Rule 6(7), Designated Authority maintains a public file. Any 
interested party may Inspect the public file containing non-confidential 
version of the evidence submitted by interested parties.
